The broad outline of the program 
suggested by the insurance section 
of the SEC, as a result of a survey 
of life insurance which has occu- 
pied more than two years, was de- 
clared by Pike to consist of three 
basic proposals, as follows: 

1. That the respective states 
make strenuous and prompt ef- 
forts to strengthen their machin- 
ery for regulating and supervis- 
ing life insurance companies. 

2. That the Federal Govern- 
ment assist the states by giving 
advice, disseminating information 
and “exercising some slight su- 
pervision over certain primarily 
interstate aspects of the busi- 
ness.” 

3. That the gradual elimina- 
tion of industrial insurance be 
encouraged by developing a plan 
for paying lump sum death bene- 
fits under Social Security pro- 
grams, or by making arrange- 
ments for the sale of insurance 
providing such benefits through 
the facilities. of the postal sys- 
tem. 


Generally Healthy Condition. 


Pike declafed there. was no pur- 
pose of suggesting strict, all-inclu- 
sive Federal regulation of life in- 
surance, but that, on the contrary, 
the entire aim of his recommenda- 
tions was to demonstrate that such 
regulation may be avoided by re- 
inforcing that now exerted by the 
states. 

“As was pointed out in our mono- 
graph report,” the commissioner 
proceeded, “the life insurance. busi- 
ness was shown to be generally 
healthy. Our recommendations are 
not an attack upon it. 

“They are made solely because 
we believe certain improvements in 
management practices and the su- 
pervisory machinery are desirable 
both from the point of view of the 
policyholders and of the com- 
panies.” 

One of the striking sections of 
the statement urged that the states 
should “liberalize” their laws so as 
to make possible a long-term in- 
vestment of some ag vy -of life 
insurance funds in the common 
stocks of “substantial corporations 
with an established record of earn- 
ings.” Such stocks, it was assert- 
ed, are clearly as “safe” as many 
bonds. The investment policies of 
life insurance companies, according 
to Pike, “actually encourage debt 
financing, and in doing so may 
eventually disrupt the very founda- 
tion upon which their prime trus- 
tee securities rest.”

He Was One of Last to Leave 
Dunkerque—Father : Headed

LONDON, Feb. 28 (AP).—Lieut. 
Charles Standish Vereker, 29-year- 
old son and heir of Lord Gort, for- 
mer commander of the British Ex- 
peditionary Force on the continent, 


was found dead yesterday with a 
service revolver at his side. A Cor- 
oner’s inquest decided he commit- 
ted suicide “while the balance of 
his mind was disturbed.”

by force or terror.” 

. Text of the Address. 

‘Following is the text of the 
speech: 

““I am happy to greet the motion 
picture industry of America, whose 
representatives are gathered from 
fat and near for the annual awards 
dinner of the Academy of Motion 
Picture Arts and Sciences. 

“In these days of anxiety and 
world peril our hearts and minds 
and all of our energies are direct- 
ed toward one objective. That ob- 
jective is the strengthening of our 
national defense. Every day we 
realize that more and more things 
im’ our life must be evaluated in 
just such proportion as they con- 
tribute to the national defense. 

“The American motion picture as 
a “national and international force 
is a phenomenon of our own gen- 
eration.

“That is the real reason that 
some governments do not want our 
American films exhibited in their

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 28.— 
Hopes of Republicans that Mayor 
Bernard F. Dickmann’s candidacy 
for re-election in St. Louis would 
Seause the Democrats to abandon 
their plan for a contest of the elec- 
tion of Gov. Forrest C. Donnell ap- 
ntly are without basis. Infor- 
mation from a responsible source in 
Jefferson City is to the effect that 
the contest petition will be filed 
some time next week, possibly Tues- 


day. : 

Chairman C. Marion Hulen of the 
Democratic State Committee is as 
secretive about the progress of the 
preparation of the contest petition 
as he has been about the evidence 
which he has said he has of Repub- 
lican frauds in the election. He re- 
fused to see reporters yesterday. 

It is known here that a rough 
draft of the petition has been pre- 
pared by Rex Moore of Trenton, a 
member of the Democratic State 

™ Committee, and Morgan M. Mould- 
er of Camdenton, former Prosecut- 
ing Attorney of Camden County, 
lawyers working under Hulen’s di- 
rection, but even that rough draft 
is said to be incomplete. 

After the draft is approved by 
Hulen, it will be worked out in the 
form it is expected finally to take 
and then will be submitted to Law- 
rence McDaniel, Donnell’s Demo- 
cratic opponent, for his signature. 
When that is obtained the petition 
will be filed with the Legislature, 
probably in both Senate and House. 

Republicans’ Views. 

There had been a growing feel- 
ing among Republicans that Dick- 
mann would quietly bring his influ- 
ence to bear to head off the contest 
in order to keep the question of the 
participation of the Dickmann-Han- 
negan political machine in the ori- 
gin of the contest as far as possible 
out of the mayoralty election. 

The Republicans, doing some 
wishful thinking, had it all figured 
eut that the Democrats, having lost 
the governorship, would not risk 
the loss of control of the City Hall 
in St. Louis by instituting the gov- 

Fernorship contest before the mu- 
nicipal election in April. It was 
talked among them that the Demo- 
cratic State political machine, un- 
der pressure from the Dickmann- 
Hannegan machine, would graceful- 
ly accept the Supreme Court’s deci- 
tion seating Donnell as a way out of 
the political mess caused by the 
attempted illegal legislative “inves- 
tigation” of the election. 

Whether Mayor Dickmann has 
attempted to stop the contest has 
not been disclosed, but if he has 
be has had no apparent success. 
The St. Louis legislators who joined 
ictively in the scheme to deprive 
Donnell of his office are said to 
be still standing fast for support of 
the legal contest McDaniel has said 
he would institute. That the entire 
felegation, with possibly two or 
three exceptions, would obey any 
orders the Mayor issued is not 
doubted by anyone familiar with 
the political and legislative situn- 
tion, and the fact that not one 
member who supported the original 
tcheme, knocked out by the S5Su- 
preme Court, is wavering is taken 
ts sufficient evidence that the 
Mayor has not brought to bear 
any real pressure.

Governor Tackles No. 4 Prob- 
lem, Financial Condition 
of the State. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 28 (AP) 
—Gov. Forrest C. Donnell cleared 


his desk .oday to tackle what he 
considers the No. 1 problem of his 
new administration—money. 

With fine-ruled ledger sheets be- 
fore him, the Governor worked on 
a special message to the General 
Assembly, a message which will be 
devoted to the perplexing financial 
problems of the State. 

Although Donnell gave no hint of 
the content of his message, the 
problem he wrestled with boiled 
down to an old and familiar ques- 
tion: Where’s the money coming 
from to meet the growing costs of 
the State government? 

“The financial problems now ex- 
isting in Missouri government are 
of grave importance and require 
prompt, diligent and careful study 
by our legislative and executive de- 
partments,” Donnell said in his in- 
augural message. He hinted at 
economies by his “hearty concur- 
rence” in a House resolution cau- 
tioning State departments to spend 
carefully. 

A few bills—proposing either 
econimies or more revenue—al- 
ready have been introduced in the 
Legislature. There are measures to 
broaden the sales tax base, put a 
2 per cent “use tax” on out-of-state 
purchases, boost the tax on upper 
bracket incomes and hike inherit- 
ance taxes.

Connolly is already charged with 
a misdemeanor in a warrant issued 
by the Prosecuting Attorney's of- 
fice, based on his failure to file 
quarterly reports of receipts of his 
office.

What has made this winter out- 
standing is elimination of the 
smoke nuisance, and the Weather 
Bureau has figures to prove it—a 


71 per cent reduction in the hours 
of smoke, going back to September 
to take in the whole heating sea- 
son to date. 

Even more striking is the reduc- 
tion in hours of smoke classified 
as thick, 86 per cent. And none of 
these periods of “thick” smoke 
compared with the blackouts of the 
previous year. The Weather Bu- 
re4u classes smoke as thick when 
horizontal visibility from its office 
in the Federal Building is less than 
five-eighths of a mile. Its gauge 
for moderate smoke is visibility of 
less than a mile and a quarter.

Board the possibility of holding 
an election to determine a bar- 
gaining agent. 

The strike started at 9 p. m. 
Tuesday and was marked by spo- 
radic outbreaks of violence. 

Bittner, in charge of organizing 
employes in Bethlehem’s mills, 
working on $1,500,000,000 in defense 
contracts, said the employes would 
return to work immediately. 

The union had asked for a col- 
lective bargaining election, an im- 
mediate conference to settle griev- 
ances and reinstatement of work- 
ers who had been “indefinitely sus- 
pended” by the company. An earliér 
demand for a 25 per cent wage in- 
crease was dropped. 

“Greatest Victory Ever.” 

John V. Riffe, assistant to Bitt- 
ner, told the workers “We are here 
to celebrate the greatest victory 
that has ever been won in the his- 
tory of the labor movement in this 
or any country.” 

Bittner said the Government did 
“not believe we could close the 
plant, but we did.” 

The shouting employes, after vot- 
ing approval of the agreement, lift- 
ed Bittner on their shoulders and 
carried him around the hall. 

The union, which claims 10,000 
members among the plant’s 14,000 
employes, would not estimate the 
number of workers who struck but 
termed the strike nearly 100 per 
cent effective. The company’s gen- 
eral manager, Edward F. Entwisle, 
asserted the strike was “a dismal 
failure,” contending most depart- 
ments continued to operate. 

Bittner said the union’s original 
demand for a 25 per cent wage in- 
crease would be considered when it 
“bargains” with the company. He 
added he expected a bargaining 
agent election would be held within 
30 days. 

Pickets Withdrawn. 

Pickets were withdrawn from all 
gates of the plant immediately after 
the strike ended, and strikers and 
police, who previously clashed in 
occasional mélees, laughed and ex- 
changed pleasantries. 

Hillman announced he would take 
additional steps today toward set- 
tling another strike, that at the 
Allis-Chalmers Manufacturing Co, 
Milwaukee, which has tied up pro- 
duction of $45,000,000 in defense 
equipment for more than a month. 
He arranged a conference with of- 
ficers of the CIO-United Automo- 
bile Workers’ Union. 

Ford Motor Co. was threatened 
with strikes at its Lincoln, Rouge 
and Highland Park plants, but the 
probable date such strikes might 
become effective was undetermined. 
The ClIO-United Automobile Work- 
ers filed notice Wednesday with the 
Michigan Labor Mediation Board of 
intention to strike. 

Under laws of that state, a mini- 
mum five-day cooling-off period is 
mandatory after serving of such a 
notice. Where the affected industry 
is engaged in defense work, the 
strike cannot become effective for 
30 days. Ford has contracts for air- 
plane engines, small army trucks 
and bomber parts, 

The union has charged that the 
company engaged in unfair labor 
practices.

In the 
states and the District of Colum- 
bia, he said, are 49 Governmental 
units for regulating insurance, with 
an official at the head whose title 
varies, but whom the statement, 
for purposes of convenience, calls 
insurance commissioner. 
This official, Pike went on, is 
either elected by popular suffrage 
or appointed by the Governor, and 
is likely to be turned out if there 
is a change of political administra- 
tion. On an average, his term is 
short. In several states, the com- 
missioner reported, there have been 
as many as seven insurance com- 
missioners in 20 years, and in one 
state there were 10 commissioners 
in the last two decades, This com- 
ment was added: 
“By the time a man has mas- 
tered the intricacies of the business 
enough to be of real use as a su- 
pervisor, his term is up.” 
O’Mahoney Gives Views.

As an aid to the Federal agency 
concerned with insurance, Pike 
recommended that there should be 
set up an Insurance Advisory Coun- 
cil, consisting of three representa- 
tives of the agency, three state in- 
surance commissioners elected by 
the National Association of Insur- 
ance Commissioners, three compa- 
ny officials and three policyholders 
—the last six to be appointed by 
the President with the consent of 
the Senate. The council would be 
empowered to make annual reports 
to Congress on the state of the in- 
surance business, and call attention 
to conditions considered harmful 
and possibly requiring legislative 
correction. It would give technical 
suggestions to the states as to 
steps necessary for integrating 
their insurance laws. 


Industrial Plan Suggestions. 
Because of high agency cost and 
mortality experience, industrial in- 
surance, sold almost entirely to 
low-income families, was declared 
to be the most expensive type of 
insurance yet devised. It was re- 
called that the Armstrong Report 
of 1906 stated that, in regard to in- 
dustrial insurance, there were only 
two alternatives—either to permit 
its continuance with all the weak- 
nesses inherent in the system, or 
to prohibit its sale altogether by 
private companies. These alterna-

RULING BYU. . COURT 
ON BARGAINING RIGHTS 


Says Employers Must Negoti- 
ate if Union Lost Majority 
by Unfair Practice. 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 28 (AP). 
—In two identical 3-to-2 decisions, 
the Third United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals ruled today that 
an employer is not exempted from 
negotiating with a union which is 
chosen the collective bargaining 
agent a majority of employes, 
if later the union loses that ma- 
jority through “anti-union or unfair 
labor practices” by the company. 


One decision reversed a previous 
ruling by three members of the 
court that the Textile Workers of 
America (CIO) would have to dem- 


onstrate it represented a majority 


agent. Later in a poll by the com- 
pany 25 said they did not want the 
union to represent them, leaving it 
without a majority. 

The five-Judge court, in the deci- 
sions, agreed with a ruling of the 
Labor Board that both companies 
were guilty of unfair labor, prac- 
tices, antagonized the unions and 
tried to influence workers against 
joining*them. — | 

The majority opinions added that 
if non-union workers want to chal- 
lenge the claims of an organized 
labor unit they must do it as pro- 
vided by the Wagner Labor Rela- 
tions Act. .

IKE Napoleon at his supreme 

moment, Adolf Hitler now rules 

most of Europe but he has only 
a few cards left to play. Unless 
Hitler gets the jackpot before 1941 
slips past, the game will be up 
for Nazis and Naziism. In this 
colossal and fateful gamble, 
British Isles represent the jackpot, 
and Hitler stands to lose everything 
he has conquered if he fails to take 
them. It’s extremely important to 
remember that Hitler has already 
failed once. 


Although this statement may sur- 
prise some persons, it is true never- 
theless. You may have very di- 
vided opinions about whether Ger- 
many made an actual physica] at- 
tempt to invade Britain last Sep- 
tember, but two facts remain. All 
last summer Nazi leaders of every 
category were confidently an- 
nouncing that by Sept. 1 or by Sept. 
15—and finally before Oct. 1—the 
British Isles would be _ smitten, 
crushed and occupied. Nothing re- 
motely resembling this doomsday 
prophecy ever developed or has yet 
developed after nearly’ eight 
months, 


Second, this was the first time in 
this war of blitzkriegs that the 
Nazis have told the whole world 
what they and their mighty military 
machine were going to do, and 
then failed completely to do it. 
We are entitled to ask why. After 
all, if Hitler had fulfilled the boast 
of Berlin and occupied Britain last 
September, he would have finished 
the fastest, most devastating and 
most incredible war in history and 
would have had the added satisfac- 
tion of scaring the living daylights 
out of civilized mankind in every 
other part of the globe. 


Why Didn’t He? 


capable of doing.the job then, why 
should Hitler have deliberatelly 
passed up the chance to make Alex- 
ander the Great, Caesar and Napo- 
leon look like second-raters in the 
record of the ages? 


It doesn’t quite seem in Hitler’s 
character, or at all practical.or wise, 
to have sidestepped an opportunity 
like that. If the Nazis really had 
25,000 or 30,000 warplanes (as has 
been reported so persistently) why 
didn’t they crush Britain with one 
terrible blow, as they said they 
would? 

My own conviction is that Ger- 
many did not possess anything like 
a sufficient superiority in the air 
to do the trick, and also that it 
made a start toward invasion but 
had to give it up for a variety of 
reasons.

This expert told me: 

“The Germans iled in their 
attack on Britain primarily be- 
cause the British refused to let 
their fighter craft be drawn out 
and destroyed.

ERMANY may face the same 
problem which Americans were 
singing about during the

German troops in all the occu- 
pied countries are under strict dis- 
cipline.

HANDWRITING ON THE WALL. 

Should the Federal Government regulate 
insurance business? : | 
This is a question which soon will be before the 
American people for decision, if, indeed, it does not 
already confront them. 
The report on life insurance company practices, 
made by the SEC for the Temporary National Eco- 
nomic Committee and now released to the public, 
does not propose outright that Congress bring life 
insurance under Federal regulation. Federal regu- 
lation, however, is clearly implied as a serious need, 
and the conductors of this monumental survey of the 
life insurance business are virtually committed to a 
sponsorship of regulative legislation in Congress. 

The case for Federal regulation is a persuasive one. 
State regulation, while not without its good points, 
has broken down in countless instances and in others 
has proved itself altogether inadequate to supervise 
what ‘is essentially not a state but a nation-wide busi- 
ness; The result is that a vast industry—366 legal 
reserve companies have 124,000,000 policies outstand- 
ing on the lives of 64,000,000 persons, in the amount 
of approximately 111 billion dollars—is being op- 
erated by varying standards often so low as to prove 
disastrously costly to both policy owners and stock- 
holders. ) 

The SEC’s exhaustive report inventories the prac- 
tices which have brought companies into serious dif- 
ficulty from time to time. Using as its chief ex- 
hibit the collapse of the Missouri State Life Insurance 
Co., with an estimated loss of $51,000,000 to policy- 
holders, the-report cites such dubious to downright 
improper practices as these: 

Elimination of competition through secret inter- 
company agreements and “gentlemen’s understand- 
ings” which have produced such “monopolistic 
abuses” as uniformity of premium rates, commis- 
sions and underwriting practices. 

Lobbying by the Association of Life Insurance 
Presidents, with more than $500,000 in funds taken 
from premiums paid by policyholders without the 
policyholders’. “consent or knowledge,” to defeat low- 
cost mutual savings bank life insurance in various 
states and other legislation which the executives 
opposed from the standpoint of their own vested in- 
terests. 

Interlocking directorates of the companies, together 
with the intermingling of directors of insurance com- 
panies, banks and industries in such a way as to con- 
fuse the placing and deposit of insuranee funds with 
sound business policy. 

Concentration of vast wealth in the hands of the 
few men who operate the insurance companies, the 
money going almost entirely into bonds and mort- 
gages and other evidences of debt and thus being 
sterilized from possible use as fresh capital in the 
stimulation of new business. 

Breakdown of the policyholder participation theory 
of many mutual companies, the record of operation 
showing that “almost invariably the management 
takes full control and perpetuates itself and often 
is exceedingly generous in salaries paid to the con- 
trolling executives.” 

What will the life insurance ‘companies do with 
this report? Will they hit back at it as further evi- 
dence that the New Dealers are out to destroy free 
private enterprise and centralize control of business 
in Washington? Or will they have the vision to see 
that this report illuminates an old and uneconomic 
situation of thefr own creation—one which they 
themselves should have cleaned up long ago? 

If the insurance companies go to Jefferson City 
again this session and to the other state capitals 
where bills for the Brandeis plan of insurance are 
being offered; if they spend policyholders’ funds to 
defeat these bills; if they fail to revise their over- 
selling methods with inevitable and notorious waste 
in lapsed policies; if they go on doing the things 
they know should not be done with “other peoples’ 
money,” then Federal regulation is as good as here. 

The life insurance executive who thinks that burnt 
policyholders are against Federal regulation has an- 
other guess coming. What sadly disillusioned policy- 
holder in a wrecked company is there who does not 
wish that his company had been held to strict ac- 
count by Uncle Sam instead of allowed to sink from 
bad to worse by so-called state regulation, which was 
either sound asleep or was looking the other way?

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ANOTHER AIRPLANE TRAGEDY. 

Senator Bennett Clark has announced that his spe- 
cial committee on airplane accidents will investigate 
the Georgia air line crash. 

The Clark committee will delve first into the facts 
and conjectures immediately surrounding the acci- 
dent, which seems to have been an unusually unfor- 
tunate one. But after it finishes with that, we hope 
the committee will look for broader conclusions. 

If it does, it will find that since the independent 
Air Safety Board was abolished, about eight months 
ago, and the independent Civil Aeronautics Authority 
was brought under the wing of the Department of 
Commerce under the new title of Civil Aeronautics 
Board, there have been five major air line crashes. 
One of them took two lives at the St. Louis airport 
last month. The committee will also find that during 
the 15 months preceding these administrative 
changes, there was not one fatality on commercial 
sir line flights. 

There is no certain significance in the fact that 
there were no fatal accidents in 15 months under the 
old setup and five fatal accidents in eight months, 
with a total death roll of 52 persons, under the new 
setup. Luck often runs in cycles. But the figures are 
worth investigating, particularly because there is a 
principle involved. It is the principle of separation 
of powers. 

Under the system in effect until last July, the Civil 

Aeronautics Authority made the air safety rules and 
the Air Safety Board checked up on them. Under the 
arrangements in force both before and after this 
interlude, both processes were lodged in a single 
agency. At one time it was the Bureau of Air 
Commerce of the Department of Commerce, which 
botched the job so badly it had to be abolished. Now 
it is the Civil Aeronautics Board, also subordinated 
to the Department of Commerce, 
The CAB makes the rules and checks them. It is 
lawmaker, investigator, judge, jury and corrective 
agent, To achieve total objectivity in passing on its 
own handiwork would require it to rise far above 
ordinary human frailty. This basic defect was set 
forth in plain words last month in the report of the

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‘A MEANINGLESS APPEAL FOR VOTES. 

All of the six aspirants for Mayor Dickmann’s job 
on both tickets—Mesers.

That makes it unanimous, because Mayor Dick- 
mann, Chairman Ford and Smoke Commissioner 
Tucker, not to mention some 800,000-odd St. Louisans, 
are also in favor of cheaper smokeless fuels. 

The position of the six candidates is unanimous— 
also meaningless, because not a single one of them 
has a concrete suggestion as to how to bring about 
cheaper smokeless fuel, 

The implication, however, is that there is some- 
thing wrong about the smoke elimination move- 
ment. The implication is that Chairman Ford and 
his colleagues, who have directed the movement, have 
been remiss in lowering the price of fuel. 

Nothing could be more unfair. From the very out- 
set, the question of the price of fuel has been in the 
forefront of the minds of Mr, Ford and Mr, Tucker. 

They have searched and explored every avenue to 
bring smokeless fuel to St. Louisans at the least 
possible cost—and they have had some measire of 
success. They themselves are not satisfied with 
this partial success. They are continuing to search 
and explore. 

But who was it that labored long and mightily 
to bring smokeless Arkansas coal here at the least 
possible cost? Who was it that co-operated with 
the Frisco to reduce the freight rate on that coal 
and who persuaded the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion to make its unusual, if not unprecedented, de- 
cision to reduce the rate? 

When Mr. Ford received the St. Louis Civic Award, 
he took the prize money of $1000, added $590 to 
it from his own pocket and with this $1500 as a 
nucleus started the movement—with the co-operation 
of St. Louis coal dealers, the Frisco Railroad, the 
Arkansas miners and mine operators—to distribute 
more than 33,000 baskets of coal to the poor free of 


Mr. Ford and Mr. Tucker, moreover, have studied 
earefully every new idea brought to them that prom- 
ises to cheapen the cost of fuel. They have studied 
the various methods that are being used to process 
Illinois coal. They know a lot about those meth- 
ods—including the University of Illinois process~ 
and they will be quick to take advantage of them 
when and if they become feasible. 

For the mayoral candidates to attempt to make 
an issue of coal prices is for them to smear—at least 
inferentially—the city’s brilliant fight against smoke. 
It is to intimate that something should be done 
which has not been done to bring about cheaper 
prices—although what this something is the candi- 
dates can’t say. 

So it is a meaningless appeal for votes, because 
there is nothing but rhetoric to back it up—and it is 
a dangerous appeal, too, because, if it continues, 
Messrs. Dickmann, Ford and Tucker have ammuni- 
tion, in the form of facts and figures, to blow it com- 
pletely out of the water.

Alfonso XIII was the last of the Bourbon-Haps- 
burgs to sit upon a throne. With his flight from’

passed most of Europe and the Americas; two fam- 
ilies that, like their empires, had crumbled into de- 
cay until the remaining members today are pitiful 
pretenders, holding mock-royal courts in lands of 
exile, : . 

The opportunity was given Alfonso, King of Spain 
at his birth 55 years ago, to redeem his country 
from its blighting medievalism. He turned his back 
on enlightenment, progress and liberty, to follow the 
arrogant traditions of the absolute monarchs who 
had passed on to him the jutting Bourbon nose and 
the curling Hapsburg lip.

New Homes for Missouri Sharecroppers 


The Mirror . 
of

ORE than 500 labor homes, sparkling 

with fresh paint and bright roofs, are 

about to be assigned to former share- 
croppers and tenant farmers found huddling 
in the jrorst of the shacks which defile 
South Missouri. These new homes are 
the result of the deliberations of the com- 
mittee of landlords, ex-sharecroppers, and 
State and Federal officials called together 
by Gov. Stark more than a year ago. 


Sixty of these homes stand in an open... 


prairie three miles west of Morehouse. A 

barefoot housewife showed me the wonders 

of one,

“It’s the first decent huse ever I lived in, 
‘cept mebbe one year when my husband 
he got us a farm place, but ’course it wasn’t 
nothen like as nice as this here one, and of 
course «we couldn’t. hold on to that there 
place for long. Times was right bad.” She 
was a young woman—likable, straightfor- 
ward and hopeful. Her body was scrawny 
and her clothing ragged. 

A white-haired baby, youngest of three, 
toddled after us as his mother opened the 
doors, Besides the good-sized general room 
with its efficient kitchen alcove, the cottage 
included three small bedrooms, a closet, some 
cellar storage shelves and a screened porch. 
There were electric lights, an acre of ground 
for gardening and an outhouse with a con- 
crete vault and dual vent. The Government 
will furnish a stove, a table, four chairs, two 
metal chests, three wide mattresses, as well 
as a rake, plow, hoe and a pressure cooker 
for preservation of garden products. 

“It’s plum nice, I think,” she told me as 
we crossed the playground to the. utility 
building. 

I have been in enough sharecropper 
shacks to think it was plum nice, too. “Isn't 
everyone happy about this?” I asked. 

“Some is, an’ some don’t pay it no mind. 
They kinda laugh about it. But looka here.” 

She showed me that the utility building 
included bath rooms and a laundry room (16 
wash tubs arranged in pairs), a doctor’s of- 
fice, a nurse’s m, an oil-burning boiler 
room, and the miracle of running water, in- 
cluding an outdoor bubbler. : 

“The men, they’re got them a chance at a 
garden,” she went on. “Talk is, they gotta 
put in some time working on the place, 
keepin’ the ditches an’ cleaning up the util- 
ity building. It’s part-way rent. Then we 
gotta pay some cash money rent too. They’s 
fixin’ to git everybody to keep his job, come 
he’s got one. My husband, he helps a farm- 
er. His brother, he works some days in a 
store in town. The children, they'll be took 
to school in a bus.”

When the Farm Security Administration 
opened this project, it was really opening 
a sort of school for adults. These folks 
have been dispossessed for so long that they 
will have to re-learn the art of living like 
rooted citizens. The barefoot housewife had 
already put her new linoleum down over 
the cellar door opening into the storage 
space. She wasn’t used to having anything 
to put away toward the future. She will 
have to be taught other things, as will her 
husband and her children. 

The plan for the labor-home units includes 
just the kind of supervised training which 
will be needed. In short, the new units 
are an effort to rehabilitate the people of 
Southeast Missouri. Southeast Missouri as 
a farming section looks prosperous: wide, 
rich fields, fine gins, splendid mechanized 


farm implements. The region is the rural 


equivalent of a city of streamlined factories 
most of whose former employes are suffer- 
ing from a long period of té cal un- 


‘employment, together with the poverty and 


ill health and general bewilderment such 
unemployment trails.

however, are not entirely useless to their 
community, for there are part-time and sea- 
sonal jobs which require their services. 

So it is in Southeast Missouri. The labor 
homes resulted from a compromise, The 
planters wanted cotton-pickers to be avail- 
able during the picking season. They will 
have them. The croppers wanted cabins 
and a chance to live decently. Those able 
to obtain one of the total of 800 homes 
which will have been built by the FSA, will 
have their demands fulfilled. (But many 
will be left out.) The Federal Government 
wanted to salvage its people.

The labor homes will not accomplish the 
fundamental solution which the La Forge 
project accomplished: At La Forge, the FSA 
tackled and conquered the basic problems 
of the former croppers and tenants. The 
FSA went into a region where the farms 
were run down financially and technologi- 
cally, and by grouping 100 farmers together, 
providing them with capital sufficient for 
homes and modern farm equipment, was 
able to train the unit to become agricultur- 
ally productive and financially sound. La 
Forge has made its interest payments to the 
Government regularly and in full. 

The Department of Agriculture refers to 
La Forge as an experiment. Most people 
agree it has been a highly successful one. 

But to repeat the La Forge experiment 
indefinitely would result in something like 
state farming, and so the Governor’s com- 
mittee submitted a compromise report de- 
sighed to bring peace to the region without 
altering the basis of its way of life. In 
opening the labor homes during the next 
few weeks, the Government will be carrying 
out the best agreement which could be 
reached by Gov. Stark’s committee. 

I could not go through those next cottages 
without being excited by the vision of what 
they will mean to the families who will live 


in them. I could not go through them with- 


out being proud of the Federal Government 
in itg dual role of humanitarian and educa- 
tor.

The homes will give the planters the sea- 
sonal workers they wanted, and some of the 
croppers the cabins they wanted, and the 
Government the chance to rehabilitate its 
people, which it wanted; but will it end the 
roadside demonstrations? That was the com- 
mon denominator in the aims of all the 
groups which conferred; ironically, it may 
turn out to be just the factor not taken 
care of. 

The labor houses seek to meet a problem 
caused by the displacement of people by ma- 
chinery. Too many of the displaced are be- 
ing left over. 

The population problem down there is 
crisscrossed with ill will, varied, in kind, 
vigorous in degree. Tactfully administered, 
the homes should give Southeast Missouri 
time for peaceable adjustments, but now an 
effort is being made to induce the FSA to 
turn over to white families a unit of houses 
promised to Negroes. If that happens, there 
will be another roadside demonstration. 

Then another Governor will have to call 
together another committee, It will have to 
consider what to do, not only about all those 
folks who wanted bright new homes with 
a garden acre, but also ahout all those who 
“jes kinda laugh’ about the new labor 
homes, perhaps because they wanted some- 
thing more than the compromise could pos- 
sibly give them.

The American Association of 
School Administrators ended its 
convention yesterday with a reso- 
lution that:

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HITLER OVER ITALY

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28. 


HOSE who doubt Hitler’s ca- 
pacity for ever-extending, dom- 
ination should consider the 
plight of his first ally, Mussolini. 
The facts have been largely veiled 
from the average newspaper read- 
er by the rigid Roman censorship, 
but all informed officials and diplo- 
mats here agree that Mussolini's 
Italy is already under German rule. 
Hitler has riot “taken over” Italy 
in the sense of resorting to a mili- 


tary occupation, for the very sim- ph 
ple reason that he does not need/ 
German officials, in the} 


to do s0, 
guise of “advisers,” are inconspic- 
uously but all-powerfully located in 
all important departments of the 
Italian Government, including the 
Foreign Office and War Office. 
German “experts” have overrun 
Italian industry. Between 8000 and 
15,000 Gestapo men have joined 
Mussolini’s own Ovra in the con- 
genial task of suppressing the 
slightest murmur of discontent. 
German garrisons are reported sta- 
tioned in Italian cities where dis- 
content is too prevalent. And out- 
side Italy, as the recent African 
dispatches show, German forces 
are bolstering the Italian military 
effort. 


The real ruler of this government 
behind a government is generally 
thought to be Count Bismarck, the 
Nazi party representative in the 
German Embassy at Rome. As for 
the Quisling of Mussolini’s Italy, 
he is, of course, Mussolini himself. 
In the words of one high Amer- 
ican authority, “Mussolini now 
keeps his job by telling the Ger- 
tmans that he can manage the 
Italians for them, and telling the 
Italians that if they throw him out 
the Germans will take over in 
force.” 


‘Head Washing.’ 

HE truth is, Italy has been the 
T prisoner of Germany since long 

before the war. That was 
proved during the Polish crisis, 
when Mussolini sent his son-in-law, 
Count Ciano, to Salzberg. When 
the Rome-Berlin axis was formed, 
both partners agreed not to provoke 
a European war for three years, 
this being the time Mussolini esti- 
mated he needed to prepare to 
fight. Ciano’s Salzburg mission 
was to remind Hitler and Von Rib- 
bentrop of this agreement. 

His reward for his protests was 
the celebrated “head-washing,” In 
the course of which, according to 
confidential reports, Hitler treated 
the unhappy ex-gigolo to such an 
exhibition of screaming rage as 
even the unfortunate Schuschnigg 
of Austria never had to submit to. 
The head-washing turned Ciano 
anti-German, and he has now 
“volunteered” for active service, 
leaving the field in Rome clear for

The German chief of staff, Gen. 
Keitel, asked the French Gen.

956,000 DROP IN EMPLOYMENT 
IN DECEMBER-JANUARY PERIOD 


Labor Department Says Decrease 
Was Less Than Seasonal Be- 
cause of Defense Orders. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28 (AP).— 
Secretary of Labor Perkins report- 
ed today a decline of 956,000 in em- 
ployment from mid-December to 
mid-January, but the decrease, she 
said, was less than seasonal partly 
because of the increasing activity 
in defense industries, 

On the basis of Bureau of Labor 
statistics reports, she estimated 
that 650,000 of those laid off had 
been temporarily employed in re- 
tail trade establishments for the 
Christmas rush. 

The bureau noted that the Janu- 
ary employment index for all man- 
ufacturing industries was 115.2 per 
cent of the 1923-24 average, a gain 
of 9.7 per cent as compared with 
January, 1940. The payroll index 
for last month stood at 119.8—20 
per cent above the level of 1940.

K. Bishop, chief of the division of 
construction of the Federal Public 
Roads Administration, told the del- 


Soa legates yesterday. 


Estimating that $287,000,000 is 
needed immediately to improve the 
defense highway system, Bishop 
said the Government plans to 
spend $150,000,000 for construction 
of new roads connecting army 
camps and defense industries with 
existing highways; to contribute 
more than 50 per cent of $100,000,- 
000 needed for improvement of the 
weak links in the strategic system; 
to spend $25,000,000 for “tactical’’ 
roads used in army maneuvers, and 
to spend $12,000,000 for advance 
surveys on the highway network. 
On the defense highway system 
now, Bishop declared, there are 
2090 miles of road too narrow safe- 
ly to carry military traffic, 1400 
miles are “too light” in construc- 
tion, and 2436 bridges are not ade- 
quate for heavy military equip- 
ment. 

Bishop told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter he did not know how much 
would be spent to improve Mis- 
souri roads, but previously C. W. 
Brown, chief engineer of the Mis- 
sourt State Highway Department, 
estimated that $42,000,000 would be 
spent in this State under the high- 
way defense program. 

He said most States need addi- 
itonal legislation in order to par- 
ticipate in Government aid on the 
road building program. This legis-

roads for the Federal aid system, 
make roads and bridges on auxili- 
ary lines of the “strategic net- 
work” eligible for improvement 
with Federal aid secondary road 
funds, and permit use of Federal 
aid funds in the payment of part 
of the cost of acquiring necessary 
right-of-way and attendant proper- 


ty damage.

The Federal cases, 
which resulted in prison terms for 
both Pendergast and O’Malley on 
their pleas of guilty, disclosed that 
Pendergast received $315,000 of a 
$460,000 slush fund raised by the 
late Charles R. Street of Chicago, 
fixer for the insurance companies, 
to put the deal over. O’Malley got 
$62,500 and McCormack $82,500. 

Acquittal Directed. 

Circuit Judge Ray G. Cowan, in- 
formed by Roy W. Rucker, special 
assistant to Attorney-General Mc- 
Kittrick, that McCormick was the 
State’s essential witness, directed 
the jury, which had been chosen 
an hour before, to give a verdict of 
acquittal.

Appeals for two 12-year terms, from 
1917 to 1940, inclusive. 

His record on the bench was such 
that, when renominated in 1928 and 
when nominated for a third term 
last year, he was indorsed by the 
State Bar Association members in 
the Court of Appeals district, com- 
prising the City of St. Louis and 
23 counties. Last year the Bar 
Association indorsed him by a 
vote of 370 to 290 over his Demo- 
cratic opponent, who was elected. 
The Court of Appeals has appel- 
late jurisdiction in civil suits involv- 
ing sums up to $7500, and in mis- 
demeanor cases, which in St. Louis 
are tried in Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection. It is a busy tribunal, which 
handles few cases of great public 
interest. An exception to this rule 
came in 1935, when the suit involv- 
ing the parentage and custody of 
the baby boy claimed by Mrs. Nellie 
Tipton Muench came before the 
Court of Appeals, and before Judge 
Becker as its presiding member. 


Restored Baby to Mother. 
Judge Becker conducted a fact- 
finding inquiry which shattered 
Mrs. Muench’s claim to the infant,

and restored the baby to its mother, 


an unmarried housemaid. 

The Court of Appeals hearing led 
directly to the indictment and con- 
viction of Mrs. Muench and three 
accomplices in United States Dis- 
trict Court, on mail fraud charges, 
a scheme to extort money by the 
pretense of maternity. Mrs. Muench 
and two of those convicted with her 
are still in prison. 

Before going on the bench, Beck- 
er was a law partner of the late 
W. W. Henderson, former Probate 
Judge. The firm of Henderson & 
Becker was counsel for Harry Troll, 
Public Administrator from 1906 
to 1913. 

Declined Receivership Post. 

Judge Becker, while serving on 
the bench, was appointed by Circuit 
Judge Granville Hogan to the re- 
ceivership of Skouras Bros. Enter- 
prises, a movie theater corporation. 
He refused to accept the appoint- 
ment. 

Becker headed a parents’ protest 
movement against charges of Vic- 
tor J. Miller, then a Police Board 
member, of immoral practices on 
the part of some Soldan High School 
students. Following an indignation 
meeting at the school, at which 
Judge Becker presided, Gov. Arthur 
M. Hyde removed Miller, who later 
made a political comeback and was 
Mayor for two terms. 

Becker’s candidacy has been in- 
dorsed by the Republican organi- 
zations of nine wards. He is 64 
years old, a native of Illinois. He 
is married and has a grown son 
and a married daughter. Judge and 
Mrs. Becker live at 5374 Delmar

He must have quiet be- 
hind his back and an uninterrupted 
flow of war materials and food sup- 
plies from Hungary, Rumania, Rus- 
sia, Bulgaria and Yugoslavia. This 
is why Hitler has had to move into 
Bulgaria, put pressure on the Yugo- 
slaves and take great risks to im- 
pose a dictated peace on the 
Greeks. He may possibly succeed 
in all this (it’s never safe to make 
predictions about those granite- 
hearted Greeks). Nevertheless, it’s 
still true that Hitler has had his 


risk a paralyzing blitzkrieg move 
in Southeastern Europe and he has 
been compelled to move with des- 
perate speed. 

So Hitler is trying posthaste to 


us Bonsider certain possibilities. 


Supposing the Greeks had to re- 
sign themselves and the Nazis got 
control of Salonika, with or with- 
out armed intervention. Anything 
like that would be the worst that 
could happen to Greece. In such 
a case, Hitler would presumably 
have his hands free once more to 
turn west against Britain. His 
armies of occupation throughout 
Eastern and Southeastern Europe, 
however, would probably exceed 
2,000,000 men, if they do not sur- 
pass that total already. The drain 
on the spread-out Nazi war ma- 
chine would be greater than ever, 
especially since scores of divisions 
must always stand ready opposite 
the long Soviet frontiers and those 
of Turkey. 


Dardanelles and Turkey. 


It would be folly for Hitler to 
try to wrest the Dardanelles from 


the Turks right now, though, of 
course, he intends to grab these 
strategic straits some day. It’s 
quite possible that he will be able 
to do that before the year ends. 
But without naval control of the 
Mediterranean, possession of the 
Dardanelles would not appreciably 
advance Germany’s war potentiali- 
ties. Their seizure would also cost 
plenty—too much, if Hitler is going 
to strike in the west. 

We hear much speculation about 
the Nazi army striking through 
Turkey, crossing Syria, invading 
Palestine and so smashing down on 
the Suez Canal by land. For a 
long while to come, the land route 
constitutes about the only one the 
Germans could use to reach the 
Suez. But several factors are over- 
looked in this popular speculation. 
First, it seems absolutely certain 
that the Turks will fight if they 
are attacked, and extremely, prob- 
able that the Soviets will encour- 
age them to resist, perhaps supply- 
ing them with war materials. Sec- 
ond, there can be no blitzkrieg 
across Turkish Asia Minor. 


Some of the shrewdest military 
experts in the Balkans insist that 
a German attempt to drive through 
Turkey’s Taurus Mountains would 
be military folly. They point out 
that only one single-tracked rail- 
road traverses this wild region. It 
would require 35 trains to trans- 
port one German division and its 
equipment -across Turkish Asia 
Minor, three days for one division 
of about 15,000 men, and this only 
if the Turks made no resistance 
whatever. Since the Turks would 
surely dynamite scores of bridges 
and miles of track, it is almost in- 
conceivable that the Nazis could 
reach Syria and Palestine through 
Turkey. It seems quite as incon- 
ceivable that the Turks would not 
fight desperately to hold the Dar- 
dgnelles, and if they failed in that, 
they would still be fighting savave- 
ly for the life of their nation. The 
Turks are the only Balkan peoples 
who have been really tough about 
expelling Nazi agents ever since 
the war began. Altogether, it 
seems extremely unlikely that Hit-

That brings us to Hitler’s third 
possible course, passage of troops 
through Spain to Gibraltar and pos- 
sible occupation of Portugal.

Perhaps Hitler would merely de- 
mand transit facilities, so that he 
could occupy Portugal, not a diffi- 
cult task. Nazi occupation forces 
might manage to live on Portugal's 
limited fat for a short time, It 
would be quite a big gamble, yet 
Hitler may have to take it, espe- 
eially if he feels it is necessary for 
Germany to use Portuguese ports 
against both Gibraltar and the Brit- 
ish Isles. If Hitler has certain 
doubts about successfully invading 
Britain—something which the evi- 
dence indicates he must have to a 
considerable degree—then a possi- 
ble Nazi move in the Iberian Penin- 
sula cannot be discounted during 
the coming months. Should it be 
taken, however, it can only be in 
the face of serious handicaps and 
risks. 

Russian Question. 

As a fourth possibility, one ques- 
tion remains: Will Hitler invade 
some portion of Soviet Russia? In 
December advices reaching Athens 
from both Bucharest and Berlin in- 
dicated that such an attack was 
under preparation and some people 
believed this might happen before 
next summer. That seems much 
less of a probability today, unless 
Hitler should find that he had to 
abandon a frontal attack on Brit- 
ain, But this does not mean that 
Germany has no intention of 
smashing the Red Army some day 
or other. Far from it, 

In a previous article I have dis- 
cussed Stalin’s justified fears and 
the reasons for them in consider- 
able detail. One or two elabora- 
tions may be pertinent here. With 
Nazi occupation of the Low Coun- 
tries and much of France, the 
problem of feeding Hitler’s “sub- 
ject peoples” has become stupen- 
dous. With the near-collapse of 
Italy the Nazis must also ship 
large quantities of gasoline into 
Italy if Fascist aviation is to re- 
main active on an important scale. 
With every extension of Germany's 
armed forces the strain-on conti- 
nental supply lines and supplies in- 
creases ominously. 

This is why and how Hitler's 
armed forces are handicapped by 
a very heavy economic ball and 
chain, In particular, Germany’s 
conquered countries are going to 
be very hard pressed for bread. In 
the Balkans it is also stated that 
the Nazis are faced with a serious 
shortage of heavy lubricating oils 
for use in airplanes and subma- 
rines. The Rumanian oil fields 
produce comparatively little of this 
kind of oil, but it is most abun- 
dant in the gigantic Baku fields 
of thé Russian Caucasus, There-

For Hitler the hour of decision 
is close at hand, but the clock- 
hands of final reckoning threaten 
to strike close behind. Without 
underestimating for a moment how 
closely the balance wheel in the 
West may hang, it would be a great 
error to overlook or to minimize 
this fact. For Hitler, in the great- 
est and most fateful gamble of 
many centuries, liberty of action is 
running dangerously low. Hitler 
has piled up amazing victories be- 
cause he has always been able to 
choose when and where to strike 
next. Now he is becoming strait- 
jacketed by circumstance and geog- 
raphy.

To Investigate. Allegations 

Musicians’ Union Head 
Conspired to Destroy 
Rival AFL Group. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28 (AP).— 
The Justice Department announced 
today that a Federal grand jury 
goon would be ordered to investi- 
gate charges that James C. Petril- 
lo of Chicago, president of the 
American Federation of Musicians, 
pad conspired with booking agency 
and radio broadcasting cnains “in 


_gn attempt to destroy” the Amer- 
‘fan Guild of Musical Artists and 


monopolize one phase of music. 
Like the American Federation of 
Musicians, the guild is an affiliate 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor. The guild’s AFL connection 
is through Associated Actors and 
Artists of America. 

Department officials said that it 


had not yet been determined where | 


the grand jury would be convened. 


The investigation will be directed 
by Victor O. Waters, who recently 
handled the cases which led to con- 
sent decrees involving the Amer- 
ican Society of Composers, Au- 
thors and Publishers (ASCAP) and 
Broadcast Music, Inc. (BMI). 

The decrees settled anti-trust 
charges growing out of the fight 
ever radio music. 

The Musical Artists’ Guild is 
headed by Lawrence Tibbett and 
includes such artists as Jascha 
Heifetz, Albert Spalding, Jose Itur- 
bi, Lauritz Melchior, Grace Moore, 
Mischa Elman, Lily Pons, Gladys 
Swarthout arid John McCormack. 

Their organization was formed 
in 1936, the department said in a 
statement, “in an effort to protect 
themselves in negotiating contracts 
with booking agencies and broad- 
casters.” 

The statement added that it now 
was charged that Petrillo, whose 
power in the Federation of Musi- 
cians it described as “absolute and 
subject to no control,” had at- 
tempted to destroy the guild and to 
“force the :artists either to join 
his own union, the AFM, or to lose 
the benefits of union protection.” 

“Information in the department 
files.” it continued, “shows that 
Petrillo has notified Tibbett that 
unless the members of AGMA re- 
sign from that organization and 
join AFM, he (Petrillo) will notify 
all radio interests, picture studios, 
symphony orchestra managements, 
grands opera companies, recording 
companies, booking agencies, etc., 
that members of AGMA will not 
be recognized by the AFM and 
that members of the AFM will not 
be permitted to render any serv- 
lees at any function at which 
AGMA members participate. 


“Complaints have also been made |f 


to the department,” the statement 
said, “that the broadcasting chains 
and booking agencies have com- 
bined to monopolize the business of 
arranging concert tours and other 
public performances of interpretive 
artists who are members of AGMA 
and to dictate the terms under 
which such appearances can be 
made.” 

The department said that the 
AFM constitution and by-laws pro- 
vides that-the union receive 10 per 
cent of the proceeds of every en- 
gfagement and that “they provide 
further for a federation tax of 50 
per cent of all the proceeds col- 
lected in radio engagements by a 
guest. conductor entering the juris- 
diction of a local.”

HOLDUP RILLING 


Defense Motion to Keep 
Signed Statement in 
Bouckaert Death From 
Jury Is Overruled. — 


Former Detective Sergeant James 
W. Sanders, who told a jury yes- 
terday that E. J. McClain, on trial 
for murder, admitted to him that 


the witness stand again today in 
Circuit Judge Eugene J. Sartorius’ 
court, 

A motion by defense counsel] to 
prevent introduction in evidence 
of a written statement made by 
McClain June 7, in which he said: 
“I swiped at him after he (Bouc- 
kaert) hit me in the mouth when 
I told him it was a stickup,” was 
overruled by Judge Sartorius, after 
questioning of Sanders as to how 
the confession was obtained. The 
written statement was read to the 


Clyde H. Snider. 


McClain, a factory worker, con- 
fessed the killing while they’ were 
returning to St. Louis by train 
from Lakeport, Cal., where McClain 
was arrested. The former officer 
said he had not discussed the case 
with McClain until after they left 
Denver, and McClain said, “I guess 
I’m in plenty trouble in St. Louis. 
You’ve been’ good to me and I'll 
tell you all about it.” 

Relates Story of Killing. 
McClain told him, Sanders relat- 
ed, that he had been drinking with 
two men in a tavern in the 1700 
block of South Ninth street during 
the night of March 27. After mid- 
night they left the tavern and were 
walking along South Broadway 
when they decided they wanted 
something to eat. He said they 
had no money so they agreed to 
hold up someone. 

Then, Sanders testified, McClain 
told him he saw a man and woman 
go into an alley and he followed 
them. McClain was quoted as say- 
ing he walked up behind the man 
and announced, “This is a holdup.” 
He said he drew a pocket knife 
and slashed at’ Bouckaert when he 
struck him in the mouth. 

After the cutting, Sanders con- 
tinued, McClain said he rejoined 
his two companions, who were wait- 
ing on a street corner, and they 
went to another man’s home where 
he washed blood from his hands. 
The next morning he warned the 
men not to say anything when they 
read an account of the murder 
which appeared in the newspapers. 

Sanders testified nothing more 
was said about the murder until 
they arrived in St, Louis June 7 
and went directly to Police Head- 
quarters, where McClain made a 
written statement in the presence 
of police officers, Bouckaert’s 
widow and hig drinking compan- 
ions. 

Denies Any Coercion. 

When questioned by defense coun- 
sel Sanders said McClain made the 
confession and written statement 
of his own volition. He said that 
McClain ate well during the trip 
from California and was the first 
- bring up a discussion of the mur- 

er. 

McClain’s drinking companions, 
who have signed statements they 
were with him just before and after 
the killing and saw him wash blood 
from his knife and hands, are to 
appear as State’s witnesses. 
Bouckaert, a grocer and brother 
of Alderman Bouckaert of the 
Ninth Ward, was cut from ear to 
ear in a dark alley which runs from 
Broadway to Fourth street in the 
2800 block.
